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Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/10/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argument that a joint portion shaped like a constriction where the diameter is 
smaller provides support for a joint having a diameter less than that of the portions of the 
nano fiber preceding and following the joint. The specification does not provide support for the 
joint having a diameter less than that of the portions of the nano fiber preceding and following the 
joint. The specification merely teaches a portion has a smaller diameter. In other words, the 
constriction may only be at the top, such that there is constriction that does not have a portion 
that is less than the portion following the joint because the portion following the joint. The mere 
presence of a constriction does not support that the portions preceding and following the 
constriction have a larger diameter. 

Applicant's argument that a joint of a nanowire does not meet the limitations of a joint in 
a nano fiber is noted but not found persuasive. A nanofiber, as defined by applicant, is merely 
numerous nanowires bundled in the same direction. Westwater clearly teaches nanowires with 
joint portion. Therefore, since the nanofiber is a collection of nanowires, the nanofiber will take 
on the properties of the nanowires that the nanofiber is composed. 

Applicant's argument that Westwater does not teach a stem shaped cross-sectional 
configuration is noted but is not found persuasive. Westwater teaches a plurality of vertical 
nanowires in Figure 3. Stem shaped is merely similar to the shape of a stem, which is circular. 
There exists a group of nanowires in Figure 3 which are similar to the shape of a stem; therefore 
meet the claimed limitation. Likewise of Okajima et al, teach a group of nanostructures in Fig 
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1(b) which have a stem like configuration similar to applicant's figure 1C; therefore meets the 
claimed limitation. 
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
